Students Found 


Have Many Defects 


By Health Nurse 


In a test for general physical 


defects in the commercial depart-' 
ment of the high school Tuesday 
by Mrs. Gunn of the public health 
board, a total of 59 students test- 
ed, 33 of which wore found to be 
below standard in one or more 
ways and 57 defects were discover- 
ed. 


The object of the examination, 


according to Miss Manette Wilson, 
commercial instructor, waa to dis- 
cover the defective students who 
would otherwise be recommended 
for outside copy and 
shorthand 


work, but who could not render 
first class service on ac.count of 
their impediments. 


Three members o( the depart- 


mnt were discovered to be totally 
blind in one eye, and 27 students 
failed to measure up to the stan- 
dard eye examination. Six students 
had bad teeth, one had defective 
hearing, and one had throat troub- 
le, the test showed.

URGES BETTER STAPLE. 


Studies now in progress in 


the Division of Cotton mar- 
keting on the grade and sta- 
ple of American cotton indi- 
cate that cotton growers are 
now producing cotton of the 
various staple length in pro- 
portion to domestic consump- 
tion says W. B. Lanham of 
the Bureau of Agricultural 
Econimics, U. S. Department 
of 
Agriculture. They 
are 


producing a preponderance 
of the shorter staple lengths 
which, of 
necessity, com- 


pete with the short cotton 
produced 
in foreign coun- 


tries, he says. 


"American 
cotton farm- 


- -crs, like the producers of all 


other commodities, are pre- 
sumably interested in grow- 
ing the kind of cotton which 
they believe will return to 
them the greatest net profit. 
Since there is good mill de- 
mand for cotton around one 
inch in staple, it is reason- 
able to suppose that an in- 
creased production of these 
lengths 
would return en- 


hanced 
profits 
to 
many 


growers." 


Of the 14,187,000 bales of 


cotton which the Bureau of 
the Census reported as hav- 
ing been ginned from 
the 


crop of 1929-30, up to Jan- 
uary 16, only about 1,650,- 
000 were 1 to 1 1-32 inches 
in staple length, according 
to Mr. Lanham. If the sta- 
ple lengths from 15-16' to 
1 3-32 inches, inclusive, were 
grouped 
together, 
they 


w*!iJd represent only about 
one-third of the entire pro- 
duction. More than half of 
all cotton produced was 7-8 
of an inch or shorter. Inch 
cotton represented only a lit- 
tle more than half as much 
as did 13-16 inch cotton. It 
should be borne in mind, he 
says, that cotton less than 
7-8 of an inch in length is 
not tenderable on future con- 
tracts. 


"In considering the reduc- 


tion," Mr. Lanham 
asks, 


"should we not particularly 
stress the need for reduction 
of short-staple production? 


"It should 
be encourag- 


ing," he says, "to recall that 
production of cotton around 
an inch in length is not re- 
stricted 
to a few limited 


areas in the Cotton Belt. The 


. studies by the 
Division 
of 


Cotton Marketing show that 
some inch 
cotton is being 


grown in practically all cot- 
ton growing sections. There 


; must be, therefore, some oth- 


er explanation for the pro- 
duction of such large quan- 
tities of short-staple cotton. 


"Individual growers re- 


ceive little encouragement to 
produce anything 
but 
the 


shortest cotton so long asi 
buyers merely roughly aver- 
age the grade and 
staple 


length and buy on this aver- 
age. 
So long as this prac- 


tice prevails, there is little 
hope that growers will plant 
varieties producing superior 
staples. They feel that very 
short-staples varieties pro- 
duce more pounds 
of 
lint 


per acre than 
do varieties 


producing l i n t an 
inch 
or 


longer in staple.

ly preventable, 
the nation

thought. 


It is a parallel case to the 


old newspaper dictum: "11 
a clog bites a man, that's not 
news: but if a man bites a 
dog that is news." 
In one 


instance the public is appall- 
ed mainly because of the un- 
usualncss of the agency of 
death. We have come to re- 
gard fire, to the contrary, 
as being usual and unavoid- 
able. 


This is a tragic situation. 


Every year thousands of peo- 
ple lost their lives, to say 
nothing of ihe hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of 
property, because of care- 
lessness or ignorance. Fire 
is a menace to every citizen. 


If the death of a person 


from poisoned food causes a 
nine days' \\onder, the death 
of 
thousands 
every year 


from fire 
should create a 


great public 
m o v e m e n t 
to 


remove the danger. 


The fire ha/.anl in Corsi- 


cana is. belli;.' greatly reduc- 


sylvania, Avho is learned in 
practical 
politics 
through 


close and long 
association 


with them, warns the busi- 
ness man that 
he "can no 


longer afford to delegate to 
the 
professional 
politician 


the management of public 
affairs." 


This is not a new thought, 


but is is one that is coming 
more and more persistently 
and insistently to the front. 
This is due not so much to 
mental and moral deterior- 
ation among politicians as to 
the increasing complexity of 
public affairs. 
If there is 


less efficiency in public of- 
fice, the real explanation is 
that the nation lias arrived 
at that advanced stage in its 
development

Pennsylvania's chief exe- 


cutive wisely explains that

must yield. 
He might have 


added with equal truth and 
force that 
the 
country is 


rapidly coining to the place 
where, when political expe- 
diency gets in the way of a 
proper 
administration 
of 


public 
affairs 
those 
re- 


sponsible for that particular 
type of politics sooner or lat- 
er are forced 
to pay the 


piper. 


Everywhere there is a de- 


mand for better business in 
government, and every tax- 
payer, hard pressed by the 
load of taxes lie is called up- 
on to bear, naturally is tak- 
ing more interest in the par- 
ticular brand of politics un- 
der which public affairs are 
administered. In getting out 
the.vote the only thing more 
effective than high taxes is 
a threat of higher taxes. 


Some people are forever 


complaining that none of the 
big or little opportunities 
come their way. They hear 
of a neighbor who got a real 
bargain in a used automo- 
bile and wonder why his 
chance had not been theirs. 
And when a neighbor shows 
them a bit of furniture or

and 
self-sympathy 


throughout the whole cata- 
log of human wants and pos- 
sessions. 


Paradoxical

seems, these men and

men who covet the oppor- 
tunities offered to and grasp- 
ed by others could find the 
secret of the other fellow's 
good fortune in the newspa- 
per read by them both. That 
secret is the classified adver- 
tising columns. It 
is there 


that the golden opportuni- 
ties are offered and found. 
The "want ad" page is the 
mecca for those who have 
golden opportunities to of- 
fer and for those who wisely 
hunt their 
"acres of dia- 


monds" at home. 


If the store with its show 


windows, glass cases, coun- 
ters and open doors can not 
do business without newspa- 
per advertisements, how can 
the seller and the buyer of 
the used article 
expect to 


"do business" without ad- 
vertising?

GIANT SPECIALLY 
BUILT TRUCK SHOWN 


A specially built and cquijijed 


truck was exhibited in the busi- 
ness section of Corsicana Tuesday 
afternoon by Fred M. Allison. Cor- 
sicana drilling contractor, design- 
ed and constructed in his shops 
on North Beaton street for use 
in the Seminole oil fields of Okla- 
homa. 
The equipment was placed on 
a 
five-ton 
International 
truck 


chassis, and is one of the most 
complete units for heavy hauling 
ever put into service. The only 
woodwork in the truck 
is the 


flooring of the bed and the two 
pieces of 4x6 that form a cushion 
between the frame and the 'bed. 


Specially designed for hauling 


the heavy 125 horsepower boilers 
used in the Oklahoma fiel'ds, the 
truck and trailer are built for 
heavy duty and the equipment was 
installed for the convenience in 
handling 
these 
unweildly 
pieces 


of machinery. 
A heavy duty winch supplies 


the power for loading, -and the 
loading derrick is carried in a 
special holder under the bed of 
the truck; each side of the truck 
is squippcd with special bars for 
attaching snatch-blocks; a section 
of heavy pipe attached 
on the 


rear of the truck makes a natural 
skid for loading and unloading 
equipment. 


Equipment Is Unique. 
Two tool boxes extending the 


full width of the truck bed of- 
fords 
ample 
space 
for 
storing 


chains, jacks, boomers, crowbars 
and other essential aids. A special 
design 
tire 
carrier 
is mounted 


on one side of the truck to carry 
tlie spare as. conveniently as pos- 
sible. 
The 
frame has been specially 


braced with angle iron and steel 
I-beams so that the load will be 
carried 
on a quadruple frame- 


work. The truck is powered with 
a Hall-Scott 
overhead valve en- 


gine, capable 
of developing 150 


horsepower; 
and 
the 
vehicle 


travels on ten 40x8 tires. 


All of. the designing and con- 


struction . on tho truck was done 
in the Allison shops; the cost of 
the new vehicle was estimated at 
$10,000. 


Brakepower for 
the truck Is 


supplied by a system 
of 
four- 


wheel mechanical brakes. A special 
design 
steering gear makes the 


huge truck easy to handle. The 
truck has seven gears for travel- 
ing, 
beside the special clutch for 


handling the winch.

May Halt Wheat 


Trade Rivalries 


WASHINGTON. March 27.—(.T>— 


Semi-official 
sources 
reveal 
a 


growing sentiment in the United 
States and Canada to control the1 
position of North American wheat 
in the world market, principally 
through elimination of competition 
between the two countries. 


Chairman Legge of the federal 


farm board says there has been in- 
formal discussion of the subject by 
American growers and the Cana- 
dian wheat pool, but that commun- 
ications have taken the form of 
queries as to what could be done 
rather than definite proposals. It is 
assumed the two countries would, 
in effect, divide the field as other 
big competitors in various enter- 
prises have done—each 
agreeing 


not to encroach on the other's bus- 
iness. 


Admittedly, it would be .a diffi- 
cult job to set up any other work- 
ing agreement. 
Canada's farmers 
are virtual pioneers, producing for 
the most part one type of wheat. 
American farmers present a hodge- 
podge cross-section in. comparison, 
growing different types of wheat 
and operating under widely varying 
circumstances of finance, produc- 
tion and transportation. 


Canadian wheat farmers have a 


decided advantage 
in lower rail 
rates and their wheif^ commands a 
higher price than American wheat 
in British markets. There is a dif- 
ference in favor of Canadian wheat 
In the grading systems of the two 
countries and Canadian wheat in 
Canadian markets is not closely 
docked for the appearance of weed 
seeds and other foreign material 
as American wheat in American 
markets. 


A perspective of possible co-opera- 
tion between the two 
countries 


gives considerable attention to the 
development of universal standards 
for North American wheat 
and 
strict grade regulation. 


It probably would call forsolu- 


tion of the border situation rising 
from the fact that farmers In Mon- 
tana and contiguous states can sell 
wheat in Canada, paying the 12 
cents a bushell duty, and make 
more money than by selling InDu- 
luth. The Winnepeg market per- 
sists In staying above the markets 
of the United States despite the 
42-cent American protective tariff.

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Personal Reminiscences of 


Jesus Marked Early Church 


Not Theology, But the Story of Christ, Whom Many 


of Worshippers Had Known in Flesh, Domin- 


ated First Christian Gatherings—The King 


Makes the Kingdom. 


By WILUAM T. ELLIS 
In the Florida hotel where I am 


gojourning for a few weeks there is 
a winsome lass of four, who has got 
into the habit of climbing on my 
knee after dinner and demanding a 
atory. At first I told her of Little 
Black Jolo, and his jungle friends, 
•whom another little girl used 
to 


love; but one evening I made up a 
tale of how Jolo rescued an impri- 
soned princess. 
Since then, Nancy 


•will have only 
stories about the 


beautiful princess, until I am al- 
most at the end of my inventive 
powers. But the incident is a para- 
ble of how 
the 
major 
interest 


crowds out the lesser: who wants 
to hear of a jungle boy or of jun- 
gle folk when there is a gorgeous 
princess to be talked about? 


And who wants dreary discus- 
tions of theology and social ideals 
and 
ecclesiastical 
affairs 
when 
there is the warm, glowing, attrac- 
tive and exhaustless figure of Jesus 
to present? A comprehensive look 
at the gospel narrative, such 
as 
this review calls for, 
brings 
to 


light again the central fact that 
this supreme story has to do with 
the life of the Man who was once a 
Babe. The deeper we dig into New 
Testament history the more wonder- 
ful seems the complete absorption 
of 
the 
earliest 
Christians 
in 


the personality of Jesus. 
They have no creed, and no ritu- 
al and scarcely any organization; 
but all of their thought and con- 
versation and activity centered in 
Jesus Himself. The preaching of 
the apostolic Story of His life. We 
cannot escape the conviction that 
a return to this first-century prac- 
tice, and an engrossment in and 
exaltation of Jesus, would revital- 
ize all of our day's Christian ex- 
perience; and restore to us some- 
what of the power and passion and 
purity of the Early Church. 
This Vogue of Biography 


Readers of current books know 
that this is the day of the popular- 
ity of biography. The interest must 
be very real to make possible the 
success of some of the recent ill- 
balanced and misinterpreted "lives. 
Evidently the public is avid 
for 


"human interest:" Why, then, are 
•we not putting forth, in all of its 
compelling attractiveness, more of 
the Life that transcends all other 
lives? Nobody has yet written the 
full and final interpretation of the 
real Jesus; Who came as a Babe 
at Bethlehem, brother to 
every 


other babe that has ever gladden- 
ed a mother's heart; and Who grew 
to manhood in an artisan's home, 
touching our common human na- 
ture at every point with fellowship 
and understanding. There is more 
to Jesus than the most skillful pen 
has ever made clear. The greatest 
creators 
of 
deathless literature 


have paid tribute to Him; but even 
as they apostrophise 
His 
excel- 


lence, as Sidney Lanicr did in "The 
Crystal," the reader is left with the 
feeling that "the half has not been 
told"— 


"But Thee, but Thee, O sovereign 


Seer of time, 
But Thee, O poet's Poet, Wisdom's 


Tongue, 
But thee, O man's best Ban, O 


Love's best Love, 


O perfect life in perfect labor writ, 
O all men's Comrade, Servant, King 


or Priest,— 
What if or yet, what mole, what 


flaw, what lapse, 
What least defect or shadow of 


defect, 
What rumor, tattled by an enemy, 
Of inference loose, what lack of 


grace 
Even in torture's grasp, or sleep's, 


or death's,— 


Oh, what amiss may I forgive in 


Thee, 
Jesus, good Paragon, thou Crystal 


Christ?"

The Kingdom and tho King 
Some kings have got their crowns 


and sceptres from the people over 
•whom they have reigned; but in the 
case of Jesus it is the King who 
makes the Kingdom 
Would you 


know more of the theme of the King- 
dom about which the Sunday schools 
have been studying in this quarter's 
Lesson? Then get a clearer under- 
standing of the King. A wise and 
lovely lady, richly endowed by na- 
ture and by fortune, said to me, 
shortly before she died, a few years 
ago, "My religion is just Jesus." 


Gatherings of the first Christians 


were for the purpose of commemo- 
rating Christ. They were most eager 
to listen to those of the brethren 
who had known Him in the flesh. 
Oftener than we realize, there were 
tfi'ose present who could contribute 
personal 
reminiscences: thus on 


had been among the five thousand 
Jed by miracle; here was a disciple 
from Nazareth, a fellow carpenter; 
yonder brother had been 
in the 


crowd surrounding the house when' 
the paralytic, borne of four and let 
down through the roof, was hea!ed; 
to this side sat a vnnerable saint 
who had been in Bethlehem when 
the wlrse men arrived; this shep- 
herd, with the weather-beaten fea- 
tures, had heard 
Jesus proclaim 


Himself the Good Shepherd; one 
had learned about His 
boyhood 


from Mary's own lips; others had 
shouted "Hosaruui! ' at the Trium- 
phal Entry; still others, who told 
their tale with tears, had seen the 
King on the cross. 


Christ was no theological formu- 


lation to those earliest Christian 
assemblies, but a flesh-and-blood 
Jesus, whoso very tones they re- 
membered, and whose loving looks 
and gentle ways had all to be recall- 
ed, again and again, by affectionate 
mtneory. To them the King made 
the Kingdom. 


"Crown Solomon" 


When that great Baptist preach- 


er, Dr. Wayland Hoyl, was alive he 
was called upon often to deliver 
his sermon. "Common Solomon!" 
It was based upon the incident in 
Israel's history when the :uccrs-

mon. So the solution of a soul's 
spiritual 
struggle 
is 
to 
crown 


Christ: to establish fealty to Him; 
and, in positive devotion, thus set- 
tle forever the problems of life. It 
is the enthronement of Christ that 
extends the Kingdom. Disputations 
concerning the character of 
the 


kingdom, and methods of organ- 
ization and procedure are almost 
wholly futile: it is only when the 
King Is accepted and exalted that 
the Kingdom thrives 
Is this mysticism? Not a bit of 


it. No sense could be more practi- 
cal. For what ails our distraught 
era ia that a 
variety of clashnig 


wills and loyalties are rending peo- 
ple away from the one master al- 
legiance. 
Insted of loyalty to the 


Divine will, obedience to our King, 
we have substituted lawless selfish- 
ness. Cloaked under various high- 
sounding names, our modern de- 
structive and decadent philosophy 
is simply Do-As-i'ou-Pleaseism. 
What About Democracy? 


Our press re-echoes with tales of 


lowlessness; but that which is back 
of lawlessness is simple, ugly, Gar- 
den-of-Eden selfishness. Prohibition 
is a problem only because so many 
people put self-gratification first in 
all their thinking. They are rebels 
against the throne-rights of law and 
of democracy before ever they are 
violators of any statute. The only 
kingdom to which they yield al- 
legiance is the one of which their 
own epidermis is the boundary. 


In a sense yet to be fully inter- 


preted, democracy is inseparable 
from Christ's Kingdom. Only Chris- 
tian nations have ever made any 
success of democracy; because ma.- 
jor loyalty to tho will of the King 
has kept them true to- one another 
and to their 
lofty 
ideals of self 


government. 


This truth runs deep. There can- 


not be democracy without Theoc- 
racy. 
Brotherhood is impossible 


without Fatherhood. 
Before ever 


men can a.ccept the profound obli- 
gations and restraints, the inspira- 
tions and inhibitions, of democracy, 
they must first have accepted the 
sovereignty of the King whose sway 
constitutes the Kingdom. Even the 
Church seems scarcely to realize 
that, all of our pressing social and 
political problems actually depend 
for solution upon the acceptance of 
Christ and His will 
way of life.

A. Hodges, field representative of 
the Christian education board for 
the Synod of Texas.

Representatives 
from churches 


in Waxahachie, Midlothian, Ferris, 
Mexia, Wortham, Teague, Kerens 
and Corsicana were present at the 
conferences. 
Several 
s m a l l e r 


churches in the jurisdiction of the 
Waco PiPsbytery were represented 
at the afternoon session. 


During tnj3 afternoon session, the 


church and its education program 
for young people and adults, what 
the board of Christian education is 
doing for the church and the rea- 
son for Christian education 
and 


Christian colleges were discussed 
by the speakers. 
At the evening service, Dr. F. E. 


Stockwell addressed 
the 
confer- 


ence, discussing the work of 
the 


board, its organizations, aims and 
ambitions for the program for the

and a prayer by C. E. Richter, pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian church in 
Wortham;

was introduced by the host pastor, 
P. Martin Baker, and announced 
his subject for 
the evening as 


"What the Board of Christian Edu- 
cation Is Doing Thrbughout the 


work of Jesus Christ while on 
earth, who was called rabbi or 
teacher by the multitudes and his 
followers disciples or students. 


Education and 
religion belonf 


together, the speaker declared, anc 
results in tragedy when separated 


Development Church Schools 
In discussing the development 


of church schools the speaker de- 
clared . that the first form was 
shown 
in 
the 
parochial 
school 


which was usually connected with 
the church and which was taught 
by the minister. 


In the United States, the idea 


of popular education and tax sup- 
ported 
institutions supplemented 


the work of the church school, 
and with the rapid increase in the 
dispending of knowledge in a very 
efficient 
manner by the 
public 


schools, there was no need of the 
church 
school 
for 
purposes 
of 


instructing the child, the speaker 
said. 


As the school supported by the 


state grew, there was a corres- 
ponding decrease in the number 
of 
parochial 
institutions, 
Dr. 


Burma 
declared 
and 
Sunday 


schools were organized 
in 
the 


churches to bring religion into the 
hearts and lives of children. "This 
move on the part of the church 
was to try to join together again 
what God had joined, but we had 
unwittingly let drift apart," the 
speaker stated. 


Not to teach religion is equival- 


ent to teaching that religion is 
unimportant, Dr. 
Burma 
stated 


and quoting- a significant state- 
ment made by Otto Von Bismark 
while Chancellor of the German 
empire that, "What you want the 
nation 
to 
be, teach 
it 
in 
the 
schools." 


Nation to Make Christian 
hood and Womanhood." 


Man- 


The speaker 
prefaced 
his re- 


marks by stating the board which 
he represented was glad of the 
opportunity to give account of its 
stewardship and to tell of its work 
during the past 
seven 
years of 


service since organization. 


The board of Christian educa- 


tion, he declared, laid the founda- 
tion for foreign mission work by 
interesting the 
church 
member- 


ship as a whole in the work of that 
great 
body. 
The 
fundamental 


principle which underlies the work 
of the board, he declared, was the 
recognition of the paramount part 
of the educational program, the in- 
dividual child, and prepared that 
individual In such a way, through 
the use of age groups literature 
for Christian work both vocation- 
ally and aclvocationally. 
Teaching of Young 


In discussing the methods used 


in teaching the child and young 
meivand women, Dr. Stockwel! de- 
clared that the board had return- 
ed to the principles laid down by 
Jesus Christ, whom he declared was 
the greatest teacher of the ages. 
The two methods 
of instruction 


•which are 
in vogue today, 
the 


transmissivo and creative, were dis- 
cussed. 
The first named method, 
that of transmissive was described 
by the speaker as being that sys- 
tem by which every man is taught 
a gainful occupation and thereby 
prepared to make a living: 
. The creative method, Dr. Stock- 


•well stated, not only taught 
the 


child how to make a living by de- 
veloping all faculties to the great- 
est state of perfection, but above 
all how to make a life. 


Every organization in existence 


foday is judged by the product pro- 
duced by its method, Dr. Stockwell 
declared, who continued by stating 
that the board of Christian educa- 
tion is endeavoring by the use of 
age group materials to 
produce 


men and women vocationally and 
avocationally trained to carry on 
the work of the church from the 
youth of the church. 


In the 
group 
age pro; 


which have been adopted by 
the 


Higher Education. 


The Christian college, a higher 


development than the 
parochial 


school came into existence when 
churches joined forces to carry 
students 
farther 
up the 
educa- 


tional trail, which in the begin- 
ning of such schools was to pre- 
pare men for the clergy and law 
profession. Citing the foundation 
of a number of colleges early in 
the history of the United States, 
the speaker stated that there was 
a religious' motive behind such a 
move. 


In the western portioh of the 


United States the tax, supported or 
public schools became dominat in- 
stitutions and church schools faced 
a serious crisis, that of complete- 
ly reorganizing the course of study 
to take care of the needs of gradu- 
ates of public schools, and 
in 


reality become colleges, dispensing 
with academic work. 


Only schools with adequate re- 


serve funds to make the necessary 
readjustments were able to sur- 
vive, 
Dr. Burma 
declared, 
and 


those that did came through the 
crisis 
much 
greater 
and bet- 


ter schools as a result of the 
changes. 


The church schools are facing 


a new crisis today, Dr. Burma de- 
clared, that of the conditions aris- 
ing- from, the popularization of the 
Junior college movement, and is 
making a great difference in the 
school course of study. 


Work of reorganizing the course 


of study at 
Trinity University, 


with the addition of new courses 
for junior and senior work, is now 
under way, the speaker declared, j
